Equitability In Debt Adjustment | 


With governments, boards of adjudication and arbitration and organ- 
izations innumerable all imbued with different ideas on the subject, the pro- 
cess of deflating the accumulated indebtedness of farmers in the prairie 
provinces, generally referred to as debt adjustment, is an exceedingly com- 
plicated problem. 


It is not rendered any the less sc because the problem is being dealt 
with by a multiplicity of tribunals with varying degrees of authority and 
some with none at all, and in view of the fact that the human element is 
a very important factor in straightening out the tangled affairs of the 
debtors on a reasonable basis and at the same time to the satisfaction of 
both parties to amended contracts, 

The large number of debors involved, the wide variations in the nature 
and terms of the agreements from which some easement is sought, the 
great spread in circumstances and conditions under which the debtors have 
been and still are operating, the wide range in the capacity and ability of 
the land to produce, as well as other factors, conspire to prevent the plac- 
ing of debt adjustment on a mathematically ‘scientific basis and for this 
reason, decisions of tribunals and new agreements made on a voluntary 
basis may not always appear on the face of them, to be equitable when 
compared with other decrees and other agreements. 

Where voluntary adjustments are made by mutual consent of debtor 
and creditor, either directly or through the mediation of a board, the ques- 
tion of equitability is not an important consideration. So long as the two 
parties involved can reach a decision satisfactory to both, the terms are of 
no concern to any other person. | 

But where the terms of a new agreement are imposed on debtor and 
creditor by a tribunal armed with enforcement authority, the question | 
assumes a different complexion. Under such circumstances, while as stated 
at the outset, agreements cannot be made to comply with any rigid mathe- 
matical formulae for the reasons sets forth, every effort should be made to 
establish fundamental principles and policies which will ensure the nearest 
possible approximation to equitabiity. 

Some, perhaps all of the boards operating in the three provinces have 
already enunciated principles trending in this direction to which they are 
prepared to adhere as closely as circumstances permit. They have an- 
nounced that the chief objective of their decisions is to keep the farmer on 
the land and enable him to carry on. From this it follows that new con-| 
tracts authorized must comprise terms within the capacity and ability of 
the farmer-debtor to comply. At the same time they must be fair and 
reasonable from the creditors’ viewpoint, if for no other reason, for the sake 
of availability of future credit. 

The Federal Board of Review in Saskatchewan, however, has gone even) 
further than enuneciating the general principles outlined above. In a recent 
announcement the board declared that after the total amount of real estate 
mortgage indebtedness to be repaid has been determined, new agreements 
will cover a ten year period, providing for repayment of principal sums in | 
ascending scale, the agreement to bear a maximum interest rate of six per | 
cent. with provision for suspension of payment in. years of crop failure. | 
Fairly specific policies, with reservation for variation under special circum- | 
stances, were also announced with respect to other forms of indebtedness. 

Whether or not the precise terms outlined meet general approval, the 
effort to provide for some measure of unifomity of general debt adjustment | 
provisions is a step in the right direction and should similar policies be 
adopted by the boards in the provinaes of Alberta and Manitoba, as is in-! 
timated they are likely to do, a further step forward in the direction of | 
equitability will have been made. 

Recently the United Farmers of Canada suggested that some provision 
should be made for appeal from decisions of the Boards of Review but if | 
the general principles and policies which have been promulgated, at least by | 
the Board in Saskatchewan, are followed as closely as varying circum- 
stances permit, it is reasonable to assume that requests for the right of 
appeal will presently dissolve. 

If a generally satisfactory degree of equitability can be made effective 
in decrees of the respective boards and if debtor and creditor will approach 
negotiations under voluntary mediation in a spirit of reasonableness much | 
of the difficulty of debt adjustment will automatically be dissipated and 
what is now a complicated problem will be materially simplified and costs 
of the undertaking much reduced.

Waged Battle Against Snow In Him- 
alayan Mountains 

Five men, including Fazal Elshie} 
of the Survey of India, were carried, 
into Mussoorie, all suffering badly | 
from exposure and frost bite, after'| 
being marooned for seven days near 
the famous Gangotri glacier, India, | 
at a height of 18,000 feet. 

The party, counting on the fine| 
weather, had sent back their coolies | 
ten miles to bring up rations and) 
fuel. During their absence, the 
weather suddenly changed. The mon-| 
soon, which is exceptionally violent 
this year, perietrated the main Him- | 
alayan range and, for two nights in 
succession eight feet of snow fell on 
the surveyors’ camp. 

The supply coolies failed to return. 
After two days the party had no 
more fuel left—they had burned even 
their tent pegs—and had run short} 
of food. 

They had no alternative but to try 
to cut their way out. For three days 
they battled against the snow, which 
was so soft that they sank in it up to 
their necks and could only make pro- 
gress by crawling on their hands and 
knees and by tunnelling. 

Then the rescue party arrived and 
they were helped and carried down 
the remaining three miles to camp 
and, after a few days’ rest were sub- 
sequently taken in to Mussoorie for 
treatment. All of them were mak- 
ing good progress and should recover 
completely.

Find ‘Uadersa Channel 


American Coast Guards Have Dis- 
covered Old River Bed 

Tentative evidence that the Missis- 
sippi River once flowed far to the 
south, through land that since has 
fallen into the Gulf of Mexico, has| 
been found. 

Existence of an undersea channel, 
such as a river bed, was discovered 
by soundings from the U.S. Geodetic 
Survey ship Hydrographer. After 
taking on supplies at New Orleans,| 
the Hydrographer returned to the 
Gulf to study the phenomenon. 

Recordings of coast guard experts 
told of a depression, one to two 
fathoms in depth, running east and) 
west and fifteen miles south of Terre-!| 
bonne Bay and Timbalier Island. It 
is not far from the 10-fathom limit 
off the coast and is expected to ex- 
tend beyond this line. | 

The course of the channel seems} 


; to be in the same direction as the 


present Mississippi Valley further to} 
the east; and further study is expect- 
ed definitely to settle a theory that 
geologists long have held. Their 
idea is that the rich Mississippi Val- 
ley country originally extended far 
south and that for hundreds of years 
the land has been sinking into the, 
Gulf. 

Soundings of the Hydrographer 
are taken at the rate of four a sec- 
ond, The ship works north and south 
over a limited area. Similar geodetic 
surveying is being carried on along 
the entire American coastline.

High School Corner

The New Grade IX Course 


Under. the new set-up, Grades 
X, XI, and XII now constitute the 
High School while Grades VII, 
VIII, and IX make up the inter- 
mediate School which is particu- 
larly designed to afford an easy 
transition to the upper grades. 
The students now in the High 
School will complete the old 
course while the new course intro- 
duced into Grade IX this year will 
be carried forward one year at a 
time. 


The Grade IX course as now 
taught in the Crossfield School 
consists ot the following eight sub- 
jects: Social Studies, English, Math- 
ematics, Science, Health and Physi- 
cal Education, Junior Business, 
Oral French, and Music. There 
will be Departmental Examinations 
in the first five subjects. mentioned 
while the Principal will be respon- 
sible for credits given in the other 
three. 


In order to give a fair idea of the 
excellent mew Grade IX Course 
and the nature of its content we 
outline briefly the subject matter 
to be.cunsidered in the subject of 
Social Studies. This subject might 
rightly be called a course in “The 
World In|. Which We Live” for its 
scope embraces the entire field of 
human relations, the _ significant 
movements of human history, the 
problems and issues of contempor- 
ary society.and the effect of modern 
developments in revolutionizing 
home and community life. 

There can be no questioning 
the importance of introducing 
youth to an understanding of con- 
temporary civilization. Present 
conditions throw into sharp relief 
the vital necessity of understanding 
modern life and the modern world. 
Thus our schools. are now making 
an honest effort in educating the 
pupils to become informed, think- 
ing citizens. The rapid develop- 
ment of industry has produced 
problems of living together that 
baffle even the keenest adult mind. 
In a very few years the generation 
of children now in our ¢lassrooms 
is to confront these problems. 
Their reaction to them will be de- 
termined by the social spirit they 
have imbibed in the schools of 
today.

A Campaign of 
Falsehood 


The opponents of the present methods of 
grain marketing are using freely the weapons of 
abuse and misrepresentation in endeavors to dis- 
credit the grain trade, to force their own policies 
upon the country and to obtain an unfair advan- 
tage for the Pools at the country elevator points. 


THE FOLLOWING FACTS ARE TRUE: 


1. The Western Pools are and have been 
since their inception, members of the Winnipeg 
Grain Exchange. They continually use the facil- 
ities of the Exchange for the benefit of their 
customers. 


2. When representatives of the grain trade 
were called upon to give advice to the Dominion 
Government in 1935 concerning the establish- 
ment of a Wheat Board, they appeared publicly 
before a Parliamentary Committee. On that oc- 
casion, as the first witnesses called, they advised 
the Government to appoint a Wheat Board, to 
provide a minimum price for the protection of 
farmers and to use every available channel to 
market Canadian wheat and to maintain Canada’s 
place in the wheat markets of the world. The 
representatives of the Western Pools, on the same 
occasion, demanded the Wheat Board Bill in its 
original form under which no provision was made 
for a minimum price but only for the establish- 
ment of a compulsory marketing system. 


3. TheWinnipeg Grain Exchange is one in the chain 
of the world’s grain markets. It is a meeting place for all 
buyers and sellers of grain. The grain trade has no quarrel 
with those who think a better method can be found, but 
up to date no one has discovered a method of marketing 
that will better serve the interests of the farmer. 


4. It is the interest of the grain trade that the far- 
mer should obtain the best possible price for his product 
and the maximum Government support in the hour of his 
need. The interest of the grain trade is not thus at vari- 
ance with that of grain growers; on the contrary, the 
grain trade realizes keenly that the prosperity of agricul- 
ture is essential to the well-being of the Dominion and of 
all its industries, including their own. 


5. No line elevator company, any more than a Pool 
elevator company, designs to make profit from the fluctua- 
tion of grain prices, which are determined by numerous 
causes that are not and cannot be controlled by the grain 
trade, the Wheat Board or the Pools. 


6. As has been stated before on numerous occasions 
in the plainest possible terms, the grain trade and the 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange have made no representations 
to the Government against the fixing of a high minimum 
price nor in favour of the dis-establishment of the Wheat 
Board or the curtailment of its activities. 


THE FOLLOWING QUOTEDSTATEMENTSARE FALSE: 


1. The Western Producer, which is the organ of the 
Saskatchewan Pool, states in its issue of September 10, 
1936, that the Government has decreed the death of the 
Wheat Board and thereby has complied with the express 
desire of the grain trade. THIS IS FALSE. The grain 


trade has expressed no such desire. 


2. The same paper, in the same issue, states, “The 
work of a generation is to be scuttled and if its present 
intentions are carried out next year, and for many years 
thereafter, the farmers, if they have a crop, are to 
thrown to the wolves of the Grain Exchange.” This state- 
ment is merely abusive and its implications libellous. _ If 
it is intended to mean that the members of the Grain Ex- 
change, which comprises all the elevator companies ( in- 
cluding the Pools ), the mills and merchants, both foreign 
and domestic, who compete for the sale of the Western 
Canadian crop, are organized for the purpose, not of ser- 
vice to the producer but to prejudice his interest this state- 
ment is not only false but must be known to be false to 
the editor and owners of this paper. 


3. The following statement is contained ina circular 
forwarded to various organizations throughout Western 
Canada by the Saskatchewan Provincial President of the 
Co-operative Commonwealth Federation: “The Govern- 
ment, by setting the pegged price at 87-3c, basis No. 1 
Nor. Fort William - 73c to the farmer - has taken money 
from you and given it to the Grain Exchange.” This 
statement is false and can only be based upon complete 
ignorance or extreme malice. No line elevator com- 
pany, any more than any Pool elevator, designs to make 
any profit from the fluctuations of grain prices. The 
grain trade challenges the gentleman who made this 
statement to explain it and to prove it. It is inconceiv- 
able that the Western Pools and the elevator compan- 
ies who have served the producer of Western Canada 
for so many years, efficiently and honourably, should 
be willing to continue to belong to an institution which 
is organized for any such evil purpose. 


4. The numerous statements being m: de through 
out the country by propagandists that the grain trade 
is desirous of Bead oon but the welfare of the farmer, 
or has brought pressure upon the Government with re- 
ference to the Wheat Board or the wheat policy of 


Canada, is untrue. 


NOTE: It is understood that a Commission will 
shortly inquire into the grain marketing system. The 
grain trade invites those who have made the above state- 
ments and similiar misrepresentations of fact, to appear 
before the Commission and support their statements by 
eVidence and argument.

It is true that colonization schemes in general and the Hornby scheme 
fn particular, which are now being mooted and are apparently being accord- 
ed serious consideration in some quarters, contemplate safeguards to ensure | 
that for at least five years after admittance to the country migrants would 
not become charges on the administration and that failures would be re- 
turned to the country of their origin.

While this may be regarded by some people as satisfactory on the face 
of it, such safeguards are not sufficient for the protection of thousands of 
farmers in the prairie provinces who during the past five or six years have) 
not only experienced the greatest difficulty in making a bare livelihood but | 
have had the misfortune to stagger—and are still staggering—under an 
accumulating burden of indebtedness, 

Such colonization schemes, insofar as the west is concerned, have land 
settlement as their objective which means, of course, that the newcomers 
will be engaged in the production of agricultural commodities. If they are 
uccessful in their efforts the volume of produce offered for sale must 
necessarily increase with a resultant tendency to reduce returns to all pro- 
ducers of similar commodities. 

The only way that this trend can be offset is the creation of new or} 
expansion of existing markets for such produce and the latter might be 
attained by agreements which will ensure a greater volume of sales of 
Canadian farm products in the country from which these migrants come. | 
Such agreements, if consummated, coupled with rigid guarantees that the 
new settlers will be self-supporting, might be expected to at least minimize 
any indirect loss which the older settlers would sustain as a result of en-| 
suing competition. 

New Zealanders, who have been sounded out on the subject of British | 
migration to their country have something of the kind in mind, as evidenced 
by the report of William Teeling, who recently visited Australia and New 
Zealand to examine opportunities for British settlement in the two Anti-| 
podean countries for, with respect to New Zealand, he is quoted in a.recent 
issue of the London Times as stating: 

“From both these Dominions I came away with the impression of young 
people in young countries convinced of the future of their race, convinced | 
that they had something to interpret from the West to their neighbors in 
the Far East, and convinced that they still had a lot to do in their own! 
countries before they were ready to admit too many strangers, They! 
seemed, however, quite willing to admit a few under careful and proper 
auspices, 

“It struck me that the best opening was in New Zealand, and that 
there it could only be achieved through the New Zealand Government (no) 
other large body being sufficiently interested) and by a definite economic | 
bargain for the purchase of New Zealand goods.” 

Without going into details of the reasons advanced, Mr. Teeling found 
that prospects for British migration to Australia were practically hopeless | 
at the present time. 

Thus it would appear that any British colonization in New Zealand 
must necessarily be very limited and must be accompanied by an economic 
pact as a consideration, a suggestion that should certainly be given great | 
weight by Canadian authorities before any agreement is entered into for | 
additional colonization in this country. | 

Proponents of further colonization in this country have argued that eens | 
settlers are consumers as well as producers. This is true, but if they are 
to be successful they must produce more than they consume, in which event 
a& market must be found for the excess production somewhere. If they do 
not produce more than they consume, colonization is for them a failure and 


it would be better for them and the country, if the scheme were abandoned 
before birth.

Question Is Settled 


Scientists Come To Conclusion Ani- 
mals Have No Souls 

Scientists working with delicate 
apparatus in a Kensington labora- 
tory have settled a question that has 
caused endless controversy in every 
part of the world:— 

Have animals souls? 

Do our pets survive after death? 

Dr. Nandor Fodor, an internation- 
ally-known psychical research ex- 
pert, asked Mr, B. J. Hopper, M. Sc., 
one of the most brilliant of British 
physicists, to begin experiments that 
would answer the question. 

Now, after experimenting on mice, 
birds, frogs and cockroaches, both 
scientists issue this statement: 

There is no evidence that animals 
have souls or any existence after 
death. 

Argument on the subject suddenly 
increased when Dr. R, A. Watters, 
director of the Dr. William Bern- 
hard Johnston Foundation for 
Psychological Research at Reno, 
Nevada, startled the world with his 
claim two years ago: 

That he had photographed “souls” 
leaving the bodies of animals killed 
in a specially-constructed chamber. 

His photographs, he said, showed 
the shadowy “souls” of animals 
which resembled the physical bodies 
in shape. 

Dr. Nandor Fodor started experi- 
ments at the International Institute 
for Physical Research, Kensington. 

“The results,” Dr. Nandor Fodor 
told the Sunday Chronicle recently, 
“were disappointing. We were un- 
able, despite the most thorough ex- 
amination, to confirm the American 
claims which had been hailed by 
Spiritualists as proof of the exist- 
ence of survival.
